(e) The number of permanent vacancies to be filled in 
the Indian Ordnance Factories Service, Class I will be 3 
of which one vacancy will be reserved for candidates be- 
longing to the Scheduled Castes/Scheduled Tribes. 

Note — The number of vacancies mentioned above and 
their communal composition are liable to alteration.
